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Thunder over Michigan Ground 
Parade set for Friday in Belleville

On Friday, the Thunder over Michigan 
Ground Parade will stage at Victory Park 
in Belleville and then, at 6:30 p.m., head up 
Main Street to Roys, next to the museum. 

After the parade, the World War H 
American and German vehicles and re- 
enactors will stage again at Horizon Park 
until about 7:45 p.m. and then head back to 
Willow Run Airport where they are a part 
of the big week-end Air Show. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, Michael Luther, 
Yankee Air Museum’s Air Show Director, 
apologized for the late notice of the parade. 
He said they thought about skipping it 
this year to save money, but, there was 
overwhelming support for the parade on 
their Facebook page. 

This year’s parade will have no vintage 
aircraft overhead as in the past, just vehicles 
and re-enactors in costume. 

Also at Monday’s meeting, the council: 

e Approved a request by the Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts to have a Food 
Truck Rally, with four to six trucks, from 
8 a.m. to 2 p.m. at Victory Park during the 
weekend of citywide yard sales on Sept. 7, 
or Sept. 8, if there is rain; 

e Heard a member of the Board of 
Directors of Victoria Commons tell the 
council about muskrats eroding the ponds, 
cracking of concrete driveway aprons, 
trees that need trimming, conditions of the 
fountains, and the dilapidated condition 
of the wooden playground equipment 
and knee-high grass in the park. He was 
directed to the city administration and the 
Downtown Development Authority for 
help. He said DPS Director Keith Boc told 
him “The city’s broke,” so the Victoria 
Commons board and residents could take 
care of some of the problems themselves, 
if it’s OK with the city; 

e Heard the man from Victoria Commons 
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say his four-year-old son and members of 
his family were attacked by dogs in Victoria 
Commons and now his son is petrified of 
dogs. He questioned the dog ordinance 
that says dogs can be off the leash in their 
own yards. He said if anyone is hurt he will 
go after the city as well as the dog owner. 
City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said the

e Aaron Silvenis, an attorney in Cohen’s 
firm, grew up in Belleville and concentrates 
his practice on commercial and intellectual 
property litigation;

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Marathon at Five Points perplexed 
Over signs, screaming DPS director

Nazar Jacksi, owner of the Marathon gas 
station at Five Points in Belleville, and 
Farhad Sumo, who runs the station, came 
to the Belleville City Council meeting on 
Monday to ask for guidance in dealing 
with DPS Director Keith Boc. 

Boc, who usually attends the council 
meetings, was not present and his absence 
was not explained. 

Jacksi said he purchased the long-vacant 
station at 35 South Street in April and 
opened it about a month ago after extensive 
renovation. 

He said six months ago he asked Boc for 
an LED sign and Boc told him no. Jacksi 
said he asked about the Citgo station that 
has an LED sign and Boc told him Citgo 
would be ticketed. 

But Citgo continued to have its sign and 
Jacksi said the rules in town should be for 
everyone. He said Boc told him the Citgo 
sign would be taken down, but it wasn’t. 

Then, Jacksi said, Boc changed his line 
and said the Citgo station has a permit. 
Jacksi wanted to see the permit, but Boc 
wouldn’t show him. 

Then, Boc told them that their sign 
flashing “open” was not permitted. Jacksi 
said there are seven or eight “open” signs 
in Belleville that are flashing, including one 
across the street from them at Five Points. 

“He came in shouting,” Sumo told the 
council, telling of the day Boc came roaring 
into his store. He said customers were there 
as Boc yelled. 

“I have a problem!” Boc reportedly 
shouted and Sumo thought there might be 
a problem with the gas pump or something. 
Boc had no ID tag and did not give his 
name or identify himself as coming from 
the city. 

“Who are you?” Sumo said he asked. “I 
don’t know who are you? 

“Each day he gives us a very hard time,” 
Sumo said of Boc. 

He said Boc complained of signs and 
advertisements. 

“When I came, no one welcomed me,” 
Jacksi said referring to city officials. He 
said people came as customers and thanked 
them for opening. 

Jacksi said then there was a letter to him 
and his tenant with an $8,000 property tax 
bill. 

He went over to see Boc and Boc ordered 
him out of his office, Jacksi said. 

Jacksi said he told Boc that if he went to 
his house, that would be wrong, but, “I told 
him this is a government office where you 
serve the public.” 

Then, Boc called the police from next 


door, Jacki said. 

There was reportedly a loud argument 
that finally was defused by Clerk/Treasurer 
Lisa Long, who brought calm to the 
confrontation. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley asked Jacksi if he 
had a copy of the sign ordinance and Jacksi 
said he didn’t. 

Mayor Conley said there is a sign 
ordinance and a new version being put 
together. She said it would have helped 
Jacksi to know what’s allowed. 

Boc did not give him a sign ordinance. 

The sign ordinance has been in the process 
of revision for several years and has yet 
to make an appearance on the planning 
commission agenda in its final form. The 
August planning commission meeting 
has been cancelled for “lack of agenda,” 
although the sign ordinance was slated to 
be on that agenda. Now, the sign ordinance 
is expected to be on the Sept. 12 agenda. 

“We appreciate you being here,” Mayor 
Conley said of the new gas station, noting 
that it looks nice. 

Jacksi said he wanted to look at the permit 
that Citgo has. 

City Manager Diane Kollmeyer said she 
has a copy of Citgo’s permit and it was 
issued in 2009 and it is a non-conforming 
permit, since now LED signs are not 
allowed. Also, flashing neon signs are not 
allowed. Also, banners are not allowed 
now. 

Jacksi asked if he should take down his 
Welcome Marathon banner, noting others 
in town have banners. He was not directed 
to take down the banner. 

“We want to comply with the rules, but 
we are the only one treated this way,” said 
Jacksi. “The only one.”

VBT buys 7.45 acres of county 
foreclosed land on Elwell Road

At its regular meeting on July 16, the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees voted, 
6-1, to pay $9,214.41 in back taxes on 7.45 
acres of vacant land at 15080 Elwell Road, 
just south of the railroad and Hull Road. 

Trustee Reggie Miller voted no. She voiced 
concerns about spending the money. 

The board agreed it could be a good site for 
a new fire hall in the future if the township 
builds up and needs it. Board members also 
were glad since it is vacant property that there 
would have to be no grass cutting or other 
property maintenance. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said it needed to be used 
for a public purpose. 

The property was foreclosed on by the 
Wayne County Treasurer for delinquent 
taxes. 

The county sent a list of nine properties 
within the township that were foreclosed 
on and the township has the first right of 
refusal to purchase any of them by paying the 
delinquent taxes. 

If the property is sold by the township in 
the future for an amount in excess of the 
minimum bid and all costs incurred relating 
to demolition, renovation, improvements or 
infrastructure development are deducted, 
the excess amount shall be returned to the 
delinquent tax property sales proceeds 
account. 

At the July 15 workshop session, Treasurer 
Sharry Budd said in the past they had tried 
to buy five acres of foreclosed property 
on Elwell, but that transaction proved 


unsuccessful. 

Budd said the township has recently been 
informed it will be reimbursed for the money 
it spent to take care of the Princess Laura that 
had sunk in the lake, so that money will be 
available for the property purchase. 


VBT considers sale of 
five acres to parcel’s 


next-door neighbor 


Doug Kovach of 6854 Morton Taylor 
Road wants to buy the 5.03 acres of trashed 
property next door at 6920 Morton Taylor so 
he can clean it up. 

He said at the back of the property, on the 
west side of Morton Taylor just north of 
Ecorse, there is an abandoned camper that 
teens use for drinking and bonfires. 

Kovach said there is random trash and 
fencing. 

And, it’s owned by Van Buren Township, 
acquired through the tax foreclosure process 
in 2001. The township received a deed to the 
property from the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources in 2003. 

The neighbor, Kovach, offered to purchase 
and improve the property. 

The first step is finding out how much it is 
worth and clearing the title and at the Aug. 6 
regular meeting they voted to do that. It will 
come back to the board for action once it is 
ready to be sold.

Cohen’s firm, concentrates on commercial 
transactions and business litigation; 

e Matthew Ferrara, an attorney with Finkle 
Whitefield, Selik of Farmington Hills, does 
estate planning and probate. He already had 
a client harmed by White and called Cohen 
because of the article in the Independent; 

e Jason Goldman, formerly of Long Island, 
NY, is an attorney with the Belleville law 
firm of Goldman Suliman, which set up 
shop in February in offices in the J&T Crova 
building in the city’s industrial park; and 

e Brian Suliman, who grew up in Belleville, 
is an attorney with | 
the Goldman Suliman | 
firm. The firm offered 
to help victims fill out 
the forms for the State 
Bar of Michigan Crime 
Victims Fund. They also 
will be working with 
Cohen’s firm to help the 
victims. White 

All the attorneys said they would meet 
with individual victims without charge for 
the initial interview to determine if they can 
help them. 

Cohen said Thursday’s gathering was the 
saddest meeting he’s ever had to conduct 
since so many had lost so much due to the 
actions of an attorney. 

He said he got more phone calls than he 
ever got in his life after the story on White 
was published in the July 25 Independent 
that included information on Cohen’s case 
against White. 

“Up until White filed bankruptcy my 
firm felt it would be a conflict of interest to 
represent anyone else,” Cohen explained. 

The bankruptcy changes the rules, he 
said. The person in charge of all White’s 
assets now is the bankruptcy trustee and 
the bankruptcy court, so it doesn’t make a 
difference who he represents. 

“Tt all goes into the same pot to be split up 
based upon your individual claims. You are 
all unsecured creditors,” Cohen said. 

He said he would not discuss individual 
cases publicly and urged those in the room 
not to talk about their situations with others. 
He said there are predators out there who 
could try to take advantage of them. 

“I’m proud of my profession, generally,” 
Cohen said of attorneys. “This is the worst 
I’ve ever seen. 

“Our job as lawyers now is to try to do 
right what another lawyer has done wrong 
to you,” Cohen said of the other lawyers 
surrounding him at the meeting. 

He said every lawyer is sworn to uphold 
the law -- and some don’t. 

“Your trust in the law has been shaken, if 
not destroyed,” Cohen said. 

He advised all those present to listen to his 
suggestions and then decide. 

Most importantly, he said, don’t sign 
anything you don’t understand. If you don’t 
understand, ask them to explain it until you 
do understand. 

Second, he said, find out what it will cost 
you up front. 

And, third, require a document in writing 


that says everything that was talked about. 

Cohen said all attorneys have malpractice 
insurance and so did White until October 
2012 with a company called Zurich. He said 
he is deciding whether to sue Zurich over 
the mishandling of a client’s case by White, 
which he said was malpractice. 

Cohen said malpractice insurance 
doesn’t cover what he stole, doesn’t insure 
“intentional acts.” 

Cohen said when he asked White’s 
bankruptcy attorney Stuart A. Gold why 
White filed bankruptcy, Gold told him 
someone took White’s cars and boats and 
there was only one way to get them back. So 
he filed and got them back. 

“You're all in the same boat and it’s 
leaking,” Cohen said to the crowd. 

He said during the 341 hearing on Aug. 28, 
he has been informed that White will take 
the Fifth and not testify. After that the court 
will set certain dates and all the creditors 
will have to file claims to stay on the list. 

Cohen stressed that a person cannot be 
discharged from debt because of fraud or 
illegal conduct. 

He invited those present to join in an 
adversary proceeding because of the fraud. 
He said there is a $300 filing fee and had 
yet to find out if that would be $300 each or 
$300 for the whole group. 

“Many don’t have $300,” he said, “but 
used to have it.” 

He said the people could join together to 
save the cost of hiring separate attorneys. He 
said they could use his firm or they could 
use other firms. 

He said to look at how much money is 
involved for a person and if it’s $5,000 or 
less, “Don’t throw good money after bad. 
Make sure it’s money well worth claiming.” 

The more people who sign up for the 
adversary proceeding, the less it will cost per 
person, he said. He said he couldn’t quote a 
price until he sees how many sign up and 
what the court says about the $300 filing. 

“And, if other attorneys can do it for less” 
then let them do it, Cohen said. 

Cohen said he checked up on all the 
attorneys that were present that evening and 
they all are good. 

He encouraged each person to sign up 
for a free, private session with one of the 
attorneys. A person’s information is not 
anyone else’s business and once it’s told 
to an attorney it is held confidentially, as 
attorney-client privilege, even if no money 
is exchanged, he said. 

Cohen said people had money taken from 
them, they signed over power of attorney, and 
White stole the money. He said in a couple 
of cases a check was received without power 
of attorney and White took it to the bank and 
cashed it. The bank can be sued, he said. 

“It is fraud. There is no way you could 
know about this,’ Cohen said, adding he 
understands how upsetting this is to those 
who trusted White and lost their money. 

He said people have to file revocation to 
their powers of attorney. They have to check 
to see if the assets put into a trust are where 
they are supposed to be. 

He said one file White has from a client 
has documents from before the Civil War 
that can’t be replaced. 
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Cohen said each client needs to get his or 
her files back. 

“Two days ago, White wandered into 
the police station in Monroe,” Cohen said, 
referring to the State Police Post. He reported 
that White said some self-incriminating 
things there. White said he knew he was 
going to jail. 

Cohen said that’s not right because a year 
or less is jail. Over that is prison and White 
is going to prison. 

“Where the hell is the money? None of us 
know,” Cohen said. 

Cohen said he knows, for example, that 
White bought a Jani-King franchise with his 
client’s money. Cohen talked to the corporate 
office of Jani-King and it said if White filed 
bankruptcy, which he did, they may pull the 
franchise. 

White’s Jani-King franchise has contracts 
with two or three large organizations and 
is in line to get a big school district, Cohen 
said. 

“He was going to be in the janitorial 
business after he stopped being a lawyer,” 
Cohen said, adding one of White’s large 
clients was a church and church school. 
They paid Jani-King and Jani-King would 
pay White. 

Cohen said White’s house is under water, 
taxes not paid, his vehicle and boats with 
liens, bank accounts are locked up with the 
bankruptcy filing. 

White started paying for things in cash, 
he said. 

“Where’s the money?” Cohen repeated. 

He said his firm will be questioning White’s 
wife, son, and daughter in legal depositions 
to try to find out where the money is. 

He said a couple of years ago White’s wife 
Heather went through bankruptcy. 

Cohen said, “In most of these cases, 
the cupboard is bare ... If you should get 
anything returned, go to church and give 
thanks.” 

There was discussion about where the 
legal files are and there were reports of file 
boxes seen being carried out of his office 
and driven away in a pickup. Cohen said he 
will request files for those who ask him to 
do so. 

He said in the morning he will notify the 
bankruptcy trustee about the files being 
moved. 

“Why isn’t he in jail?” asked a woman 
victim. 


Attorney Aaron Silvenis said he went to 
the Belleville Police Department and they 
sent it over to the Michigan State Police. It 
was assigned to MSP Detective Marc Moore 
who was on vacation for a week. 

Cohen said fraud isn’t as easy, or as 
pressing, to investigate as a murder. 

A woman said she was told MSP was 
handing the investigation over to the Wayne 
County Sheriff Department. 

Cohen said he hadn’t heard that, but 
whoever files the charges, White will get 
charged. 

“I’m making sure he goes to jail [prison],” 
Cohen stated. When asked, he replied 
typically such a sentence would be 10-15 
years in prison. 

Because of information on wire fraud 
brought to light at the meeting, the FBI also 
may be involved. 

Channel 7 reporter Andy Choi and MSP 
Detective Moore both called Cohen to say 
they would be at Thursday’s meeting, but 
didn’t show up. 

White declined to give a statement to the 
Independent for the newspaper reports on 
him, saying, “I believe it would be in my 
best interest not to comment.”
